this was the sort of stuff that, under 
proper geological conditions, became 
what WP recognize na coal, and they net 
about to prove their hypothesis.

Nile suddlte. It roots about three fee 
beneath the atirface of the river an( 
grows to nbout twenty feet in heigh 
from the bed of the Nile.
